If he should re 
quire any proof of the manner in which 
predictions and calculations have a habit of 
going wrong, he can recall the classic ex 
ample of his chief's announcement in Berlin's 
Sportspalast on October 3, when he described 
Russian armies as so crushed that they 
would never rise again. That utterance is 
now more than six weeks’ old

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MIRACULOUS VITAMINS 
N THE OLD DAYS when the sellers of herb 

tonics and Indian medicines delivered 
their speeches to expectant audiences on the 
street corners of small towns, they made the 
symptoms of maladies which might possibly 
be afflicting their potential customers,so 
allembracing that few could escape them. 
The claims made fof some of the vitamins 
are almost as miraculous as the cures that

that are due to vitamindeficient diets, and 
are credited with playing a major role in 
commanding the mysterious chemistry of 
the body. 

Not long ago, doctors in a New England 
hospital described their successful treatment 
of patients suffering from delirium tremens, 
by giving them large doses of vitamin B1. 
Along with the doses of the vitamin, they 
gave one patient who was suffering from 4 
particularly bad case of the horrors, a quart 
of whisky every 24 hours for three days. 
At the end of this time, the patient was 
cured of the D.T.'s. The doctors in this case 
were not trying to prove the theory that “the 
hair of the dog that bit you is good for the 
bite,” but simply that a vitamin B1 defici- 
ency was perhaps a more important cause 
of delirium tremens than the whisky the 
patient had consumed 

B1 is just the sort of nervetonic for 
which the customers of the amiable fakirs 
of the street corners were always looking, 
but never found. Now that we have dis 
covered what the vitamins can do, the danger 

| is that we will take overdoses of them. If @ 
| little ts good, more is better, some may 
; fallaciously reason. This is a mistake, for 
the layman is likely to forget that results 
described by scientists engaged in vitamin 
experiments, were obtained under controlled 
conditions. 

Where there is a vitamin deficiency, the 
concentrate may be indicated: but if the 

| layman simply imagines he has this defict 
} ency, and takes heavy doses of the vitamin, 
he may be worse off than before. The in- 
| judicious taking of vitamin concentrates may 
unbalance the mysterious chemistry of the 
body and lead to serious results. In other 
words, it is best to see your doctor before 
taking your vitamins 


LESSON FROM THYSSEN

1 thought 1 could protect. myseif that 
way. Let that be a lesson to all industrialists 
over here.” 

Some of the stories which Thyssen told 
Reves were not included in the book. One 
of them concerns Krupp, the munitions 
maker, whose sympathies with Hitler were 
rather tepid —unti] Hitler came to power 
Then, like all new converts, he became the 
most zealous Nazi of them all. His ardency 
for Naziism even surpassed that of Thyssen, 
the original backer of the movement. And 
#0 the long-time friendship between Thyssen 
and Krupp loore e | ir. their bid for Hitler’s 
favor, The final disruption came when | 
Krupp’s only son was killed while piloting 


a Nazi plane which crashed. Thyssen accom 


panied the other German leaders to Krupp’s 
home to offer condolences. And when he 
“My only consolation Is 
that my som lost his life for Der Fuehrer” 
Thyssen vowed never to speak to Krupp | 
again.

Prior to de 
livery Mr. McKenna made pre 
parations for appeal to the 
Court of Appeal. Mr. Harrison 
contended that action, while

In his judgment Mr. Justice

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That ‘has been something of a 
puzzle, and different answers 
have been given. Men have 
studied the feet of files through 
the microscope, and have scen 
small “pads” on them. 

A bit of sticky moisture from

“How does a fly land on the 
ceiling? Does it loop the loop, 
or turn upside down before land 
ing, or what?” } 

The fact seems to be that fies | 
do not always make ceiling land. | 
ing im just the same way. Mr. J. | 
D. Alan, aviation expert of the 
London Dispatch staff, spent 
many hours studying ‘flies as 
they landed on the celling, a 
he reports. a 

“Much patience is needed be 
cause the fly will not land where | 
you ‘want it to land Further, 
the touchdown, or touch-up, is so 
fast that ff beats the eye. 

“The least common landing Is | 
the plain halfloop. More often | 
the plain half-roll is used, and | 
most common of all is a double | 
action which no pilot should try 
to copy 

“Approaching the ceiling at 
high speed, the fly does a right. 
angle turn, and skids sidewise. 
Then it does a half-roll and lands 
on the celling.” 

Mr. Alan’s ideas are interest. | 
ing, but he may not have seen | 
exactly what happens. Perhaps | 
someone will turn a highspeed | 
moving picture camera on flies 
reaching the ceiling, and will | 
settle the question once for all!
